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Merry  even  for  KPFA.  Our  recent  financial  problem  is  well  known  to  all  our  lis- 
teners (unless  there  are  some  whose  radios  have  been  on  the  blink  for  the  last  four 
weeks.)  On  the  air  our  requests  for  funds  have  been  more  frequent  and  more  urgent 
than  usual,  for  December  caught  us  without  sufficient  operating  reserves  to  complete 
our  obligations  for  the  fiscal  year.  As  we  have  related  many  times  in  the  past,  a  steady- 
gap  exists  between  the  cost  of  operating  KPFA  and  our  regular  income  derived  from  the 
ever-increasing  subscription  roster.  The  gap  has  always  been  filled,  and  will  continue 
to  be  filled,  by  fund-raising  behind  the  scenes,  soliciting  from  friends  and  (hopefully) 
foundations.  An  anxious  business,  and  it  sometimes  happens  that  immediate  financial 
needs  become  pressing.  We  found  ourselves  in  this  position  at  the  end  of  the  present 
year,  hence  the  recent  air-borne  appal. 

The  response,  as  always,  has  been  heartening,  ample,  and  merry.  Subscriptions 
have  shot  ahead— over  a  hundred  in  two  weeks.  In  addition,  a  good  number  of  gifts  to 
the  station,  mostly  small  but  some  larger  ones  too,  have  enabled  us  to  come  over  the 
hump  in  the  present  case.  Our  immediate  needs  have  been  taken  care  of,  and  we  can 
meet  1956  on  the  air  and  with  warm  hopes  for  the  future. 

We  wish  we  could  devote  every  ounce  of  our  energy  to  new  programs  and  new 
developments;  as  it  is,  we  have  many  of  these  in  the  hopper,  which  will  be  announced 
in  the  next  few  Folios.  But  always  in  the  background  is  the  tenuous  financial  situation 
of  the  station.  Special  fund-raising  must  continue  steadily,  for  we  would  have  to  more 
than  double  our  new  high  of  3900  subscribers  (as  this  is  written)  to  make  us  financially 
solid  on  the  basis  of  subscriptions  alone.  This  has  always  been  our  ambition,  and  we 
mean  to  gain  it.  Until  then,  however,  we  must  ask  our  listeners  to  bear  with  us  from 
time  to  time,  and  give  us  the  same  fine  support  they  have  this  merry  Christmas  of  1955. 
And  do  fix  those  blinking  radios.

MOZART  BICENTENNIAL 

During  the  month  of  January,  KPFA  joins  in  the  world-wide  honoring  of  the  bicentennial 
of  Mozart's  birth.  Part  of  our  festival  will  consist  of  the  performance,  during  the  month,  of 
his  major  operas.  We  begin  this  series  on  Friday,  Jan.  6,  at  8:05  with  The  Abduction  from 
the  Seraglio,  the  first  of  the  five  great  operas  of  Mozart's  maturity. 

Mozart's  comedies  stand  at  the  peak  of  the  operatic  tradition,  and  in  particular,  of  a 
tradition  of  comic  opera  that  begins  early  in  the  century  with  Alessandro  Scarlatti's  //  Trionfo 
Dell'Onore.  On  Friday,  Dec.  30  at  8:10,  we  broadcast  a  performance  of  this  earliest  opera 
buffa.  Following  the  Scarlatti  opera,  there  will  be  heard  a  comic  opera  of  this  century,  Maurice 
Ravel's  L'Heure  Espagnole,  a  work  far  removed  in  technique  from  the  opera  buffa,  but  part 
of  the  continuing  line  of  operatic  comedy.

Fledermaus,  starting  at  9:35.
